Excitement Among All Classes on the 
Increase. 
I.isbon, Jan. 31.—For the purpose of 
•scaping the censorship the follow 
ing dispatch Is sent to the frontier for 
transmission: 
Lisbon is outwardly calm, but there 
is a steady increase of nervousnes 
and excitement among all classes rn 
the population owing to the constan 
rumors of plot and counterplot, and 
the persistent activity of the police 
who daily and nightly examine the 
houses of suspects and make arrests. 
On the night of Jan. 28 there was a 
bloody fight in a small restaurant on 
the outskirts of Lisbon. 
Suspecting 
the presence of a crowd of conspira­ 
tors, the police surrounded and raided 
the restaurant. 
The authorities were 
right in their surmise, and they found 
the plotters armed with revolvers. 
The policemen were met by a volley 
of bullets and one of them w’as killed 
and four were wounded.

spirators managed to keep the guar­ 
dians of law and order at bay until

Likely to Be Upset and the Concert of 


the Powers May Ba Ruptured by Re­ 


cent Develepmenta— Peraian Situa­ 


tion May Ba Affected. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 31.—A serious 
conflict appears to be impending be­ 
tween 
Russia and 
Austria-Hungary 
over the Austrian plans for the es­ 
tablishment of direct connection be­ 
tween Vienna, Salonikl and Athens, 
as announced a few days ago by Baron j 
von Aehrenthal, the Austro-Hungarian 
minister of foreign affairs, in his an­ 
nual statement before the foreign af­ 
fairs committee of the Hungarian dele­ 
gation. 
This is regarded here as like­ 
ly to upset the whole Balkan situation 
and rupture the concert of powers, on 
which the continuance of reform work 
in Macedonia depends. 
The 
Russian 
newspapers 
of 
all 
shades of opinion unite in expressing 
Indignation at the action of Austria, 
which they declare, under the cover 
of the Muerzteg agreement, arranged 
a Turko-Greco-Austrian understanding 
for the construction of a railroad to 
the manifest disadvantage of the Slav 
interests In the Balkans. 
The foreign office Issued a com­ 
munique through the official news 
agency which leaves no doubt that the 
government shares the opinion of the 
press and that it has no intention of 
submitting tamely to the execution of 
the Austro-Hungarian project. 
May Revive Ancient Rivalry. 
Tho situation portends a revival of 
the 
Russo-Austrian 
rivalry, 
which 
kept the Balkans in a turmoil In the 
late eighties and early nineties, and 
that led to the war in 1885 between 
Servia and 
Bulgaria. 
The railroad 
construction chiefly in question is the 
connecting link of the Austrian line 
through Bosnia, which already has 
reached the Turkish frontier, with the 
Turkish line to Salontki and Mitrovit- 
za. traversing the buffer district of 
Novipazar, which was interposed by 
the treaty of Berlin between Servia 
and Montenegro as a check to Servian 
expansion. 
Russia’s attitude of steady opposi 
tion hitherto has prevented the execu­ 
tion of this plan. 
It is realized here, 
however, that the line must ultimately 
be built, but political considerations 
require the postponement of the work 
until the situation in Macedonia is 
more settled. 
The prevailing sentiment here is one 
of indignation at Baron von Aehren- 
thal’s choice of the present moment 
for the coup. 
International diplomacy has been 
fighting an uphill battle for more than 
a year with the sultan to secure these 
reforms and the withdrawal of Aus 
tria-Hungary from the concert and the 
separate overtures made by this coun­ 
try to Turkey, it is expected here, 
will lead to a flat refusal of the de­ 
mands of the powers by the porte. It 
will also affect the situation in Persia. 
The attitude of other governments 
is awaited here with interest, as it is 
thought hardly posible that Austria- 
Hungary would have ventured such a 
step without the approval of Germany.

PROSECUTOR PLEADS 
FOR JUSTICE 


BEFORE HOUSE COMMITTEE 


Jerome Makes Final Appeal 
in the Thaw Case. 


SCORES SLAYER AND SLAIN 


Prosecuting Attorney Declares That 
Both Thaw and His Victim Were 
Degenerates—Changes 
Front 
and 
Pitiea Wife of the Defendant. 


New York, Jan. 31.—William Travers 
Jerome, representing the people, made 
a masterly plea that justice be done in 
the case of Harry Kendall Thaw. 
Vindictiveness, 
sneers, 
insinuations, 
all were lacking: logic, analysis and a 
calm consideration of the facts were 
their substitute. 
It was no blind ap­ 
peal for the vengeance of the law that 
Mr. Jerome addressed to the jury, but 
ever and always there was the note 
of fairness, even at. times of mercy. 
The year that has elapsed since the 
first, trial had wrought a wonderful 
and startling change in the prosecutor. 
No longer attempting to shield the 
name of Stanford White, he accepted 
the story told by Evelyn Nesbit Thaw 
as true—all but the drugging—and he 
made frank confession to the jury that 
the velvet swings and mirrored rooms 
of the studio houses described by the 
girl were inded a miserable reality. 
No longer attacking Evelyn Thaw as 
a 
skilled 
adventuress, 
Mr. Jerome 
pleaded for the girl, because she never

M in n e so ta 's G o ve rno r Expected to E n ­ 
ter Race A g a in st Bryan. 
St. Paul, Jan. 31.—An announcement 
by Governor Johnson of his candidacy 
for the Democratic nomination for 
president is expected within a short 
time; possibly within a few days. Un­ 
less there is a change In conditions the 
persistent booming of the Minnesota 
executive for the nomination in va­ 
rious parts of the country, notably in 
the East, is to become effective and an 
active contestant with W. J. Bryan is 
to enter the field. 
It is the necessity of having a can­ 
didate opposed to the Nebraskan for 
th e.nomination that is said to have re­ 
sulted in Governor Johnson’s determi­ 
nation to announce himself as a candi­ 
date. 
In spite of the fact that John­ 
son as a presidential possibility has 
received about as much mention for 
several months as has Bryan, the gov­ 
ernor has persistently said that he is 
not a candidate and does not expect to 
be one. 
The work in his behalf, how­ 
ever, continues unabated, but recent 
events have shown that the governor’s 
attitude was making the work inef­ 
fectual. 
One of the -strongest arguments 
made in favor of Johnson’s nomination 
was that he could carry all the states 
that Bryan could carry and in addition 
would probably be able to carry a 
number of the Northwestern states 
which Bryan could not touch. 
North 
and South Dakota were two of the 
states confidently placed in the John 
son column and the action of the Dem­ 
ocratic state central committees of 
these two states this week in endors 
ing Bryan has been a rude awakening 
for the Johnson adherents,.

He admitted that Thaw had always 
been physically weak and that at times 
his mind had been unstrung. 
And 


j while at no period was there the di- 
; rect offer of compromise in the prose- 
f cutor’s speech, there was notably an 
Indication that he would not feel that 
justice had been misdirected if a ver­ 
dict of some lesser guilt than murder 
in the first degree should be the cul­ 
mination of the Jury’s deliberations. 
Mr. Jerome carefully explained the 
elements that enter into a verdict of 
primary murder, the penalty of w'hleh 
is death, and then he pointed the way 
to two findings which he declared 
were possible under the circumstances. 
In first degree murder, the district at­ 
torney slated, the killing must have 
been the result of both intent and de­ 
liberation; in second degree murder, 
he said, the intent to effect tit ai Ti re­ 
mained, but premeditation must have 
had no part; in manslaughter in the 
first degree, Mr. Jerome declared, the 
elem ents were an overwhelming rage 
and fury, which compelled the assail­ 
ant to shoot without, however, the in­ 
tent to inflict death. 
Mr. Jerome said 
he could not see how under their oaths 
as Jurors the twelve men In the jury 
box could go outside of these verdicts. 
To render a verdict of not guilty on 
the ground of insanity the prosecutor 
declared it would be necessary under 
the statutes and the decisions of the 
court of appeals for the jury to believe 
Harry Thaw was so insane that he did 
not know it w'as a pistol he had in his 
band when he fired with perfect and 
deadly aim three bullets into the body 
of his victim; that he must have been 
so insane not to know’ that the man he 
killed was Stanford White, the one 
man in the world whom he hated and 
had a motive for vengeance against; 
that he must have been so insane as 
to not know it wras against the law to 
take a fellow being’s life; that he 


(.lust have been so insane as not to 
know what the police officers wanted 
with him when he voluntarily sur­ 
rendered himself into their custody 
and asked to be taken quickly to the 
station house with the request that his 
brother in-law and an attorney be sent 
for; and lastly that he must have 
been so insane as not to know the na­ 
ture or quality of his act or that the 
feet was wrong. 
Lacking in these essentials, the in­ 
a n i t y of the defendant conceded to 
have manifested itself at certain times, 
had no standing under the law. 
Par­ 
tial or incipient insanity, which does 
pot rob the sufferer of a perception of 
the acts he commits, has no recogni­ 
tion of the law. 
Coming to the conclusion of his 
long address, which lasted through­ 
out the morning and afternoon ses­ 
sions of the court, Mr. Jerome de­ 
nounced 
Harry Thaw 
in 
bitterest 
term s as "a coward skulking behind 
the petticoats of his wife, attempting 
to shield and save his worthless life 
behind her shame.” 
“Twice in his 
sanity,” declared the prosecutor, “he 
has sat in this courtroom and had her 
bare her shame, in all its pitiful naked­ 
ness, to all the world. 
Is such a man 
worthy of even the slightest consid­ 
eration at your hands?”

George Hackencchmidt Retains Title 
of Champion Wrestler. 
London, Jan. 31.—George Hacken- 
schmidt of Russia easily defeated Jo­ 
seph Rogers, American, in the wrest­ 
ling match at Oxford Music Hall for 
the championship of the w’orld. 
The 
match was under catch-as-catch-can 
rules, beat two out of three falls, w’iih 
a ten-minute rest period allowed be­ 
tween bouts. 
The time of the first 
bout was 7 minutes, 33 seconds, and 
that of the second 6 minutes, 45 sec­ 
onds. Hackeuschmidt consequently re­ 
tains the title of champion. 
There wras a big gathering of the 
sporting fraternity to witness the con­ 
test. 
Both men appeared to be in 
good 
condition, but Hackenschmidt 
w’as a strong favorite with the public 
and the bettors. 
The match was a walkover for the 
Russian, Rogers being entirely out­ 
classed. 
The stake was only $250 a 
side.

CARRYING THE ARCTIC MAIL 


Hardships of a Postman With a Route 
1,190 Miles Long. 
J unes Cornwall, a hardy and experi­ 
enced fur trader, left Edmonton the 
other day for the northwest wilds of 
Canada, his destination Udng well into 
the arctic circle, sa ys the Sail Francis­ 
co Cull. 
Cornwall lias secured a con­ 
tract for carrying the mail to the few 
scattered inhabitants of those northern 
wilds, 
A distance of 1.11H) miles will 
l>«* trav ersed before be reaches the end 
of his journey at Fort McPherson, on 
the Mackenzie riv er. 
With the exception of the first 1*H) 
miles, when horses will be used, the 
entire trip will he made by dog trains, 
the driv er securing relays of fresh dogs 
at post offices en route. 
At times the 
thermometer will he HO degrees hclow 
zero, and fierce blizzards are frequent 
in 
that 
district 
during 
the 
winter 
months. 
Dangers of all kinds will he 
met ev ery mile of the arduous J ourney, 
and, if history repeats Itself, he will 
lose at least one-third of the mail mut­ 
ter before his task is half ov er. 
Cornwall will be unable to pack suffi­ 
cient food for the long trail and will 
hav e to rely on his rifle for his daily 
meat. 
The dogs will be fed on tallow 
aud tlsh. 
At night the hardy mail man will 
erect a ca nv a s shelter, make tint from 
snow water, and after a frugal meal, 
from which I » read and other luxuries 
will be excluded, he w ill creep into his 
Bleeping bag. 
Despite the great distance, there arc 
only elev en postoffices between Atha­ 
basca Landing and Fort McPherson,

COSTS HORE | 
WORTH MORE 
OCCIDENT 


N ational Patriotism to G ive W ay to 
W o rld Patriotism , S a y s E. D. Mead. 
“National patriotism will one day 
give way to ‘world patriotism ’ just as 
state rights have given way to a broad­ 
er national feeling,” w as the assertion 
recently made by Edwin D. Mead of 
Boston in an address at the City club 
of Philadelphia, says a special dis­ 
patch to the New York Tim es.

Mead spoke on “The Second 
H ague Conference and A fterw ard.” lie 
said: “We are coming to a time when 
there will be a ‘united w orld’ just as 
there is a United States.

The world will 
come first and country second. 
“The United States is a prototype of 
the federation of the world.

H arrington of England m ade the state­ 
m ent not long ago that this nation is 
the greatest peace society in the world 
because of its own organization. The 
sam e principles need to be put into the 
organization of the nations. 
“One fault that should be remedied 
at future conferences was the appoint­ 
m ent of a chairman by the power 
which called the assem bly.

in W ashington the other day that ar­ 
bitration treaties sim ilar to the ones 
negotiated by Secretary H ay and re­ 
jected by the senate are again being 
draw’n up and are practically sure of 
ratification.”

FLAG OF THE CHESAPEAKE 


Purchase* for an American at an A u * 
tion in London. 
London, Jan. 31.—Tho flag of tho 
American man-of-war Chesapeage and 
the “B alaklava bugle,” two of the 
most tai nae Ie war relics of a collec­ 
tion of antiquities that belonged to 
the late T. G. Middlebrook, wore Be­ 
mired at. the auction sale of the col­ 
lection 
for 
American 
buyers. 
The 
Chesapeake flag was captured In the 
fight with tho British ship Shannon 
in 1813, and there was good bidding 
for the faded and torn piece of bunt­ 
ing, 
the 
authenticity of which 
is 
vouched for in a written history of 
ownership since Midshipman Grundy 
of the royal navy came into posses­ 
sion of the trophy nearly a century 
ago. 
The flag was sold for $4,250 to 
a London a rt dealer, who also pur­ 
chased the bugle for $1,500. 
It was 
upon this instrum ent that the order 
to the famous light brigade to charge 
at the battle of Balaklava was sound­ 
ed. 
The dealer admitted that these 
highly interesting curio.? had been pur­ 
chased by him for different parties in 
America, but m ore than this he would 
not say. 
T here was a rum or that he 
was acting for Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
but this was subsequently denied, and 
London does not yet know into whose 
hands the flag and the bugle have 
fallen. 
According to the Tribune, the C hesa­ 
peake flag goes to J. Pierpont Morgan.

The Spanish Royal Standard. 
The Spanish royal standard is most 
complicated. The red and yellow of 
the Spanish flag is said to be derived 
from this occurrence: In 1378 Charles 
the Bold dipped his fingers in the blood 
of Geoffrey, count of Barcelona, and 
drew them down the count’s golden 
shield in token of his appreciation of 
the letter’s bravery. 
The shield, so 
marked, became the arm s of Barce­ 
lona, which became part of Aragon, 
and its arms were taken by th at king­ 
dom. 
Now to the royal standard: In 
the first quarter or upper left hand 
part of the flag are the arm s of Leon 
and Castile, the lion and the castle. 
The second quarter is taken up one- 
half by the arms of Aragon, one-half 
by the arms of Sicily. The upper third 
of the third quarter—directly under 
the first—shows the A ustrian colors. 
The lower two-thirds is divided be­ 
tween the flag of Burgundy and the 
black lion of Flanders. 
The upper j 
third of the fourth quarter shows the j 
checkers, another Burgundian device, j 
while the lower two-thirds is shared I 
by the red eagle of Antwerp aud the I 
golden lion of B rabant, and on the top I 
of all this are two shields, one showing j 
the Portuguese arm s, the other the J
